Montana’s  5th  Annual  Lewis  &  Clark 
Conference  was  successfully  held  in 
Lewistown  on  October  2-3,  2003. 

New  to  this  year’s  conference  was  an 
exciting  new  partnership  with  the 
Montana  Tribal  Tourism  Alliance 
(MTTA).  The  conference  featured  an 
MTTA-sponsored  traditional  Indian 
meal  at  noon  on  Thursday,  and  an 
MTT A/Lewis  &  Clark  Honor  Guard 
encampment  at  Symms  Park  that 
same  afternoon.  The  conference  continued  on  Friday  with  a  breakfast  presentation 
by  Amy  Mossett,  a  native  Mandan-Hidatsa  and  nationally  recognized  authority  on 
the  life  of  Sacagawea.  Friday  morning  offerings  included  breakout  sessions  on 
Public  Safety,  Event  Planning,  Working  with  Volunteers  and  Marketing  & 
Publicity.  The  concluding  luncheon  on  Friday  featured  special  recognitions  for 
volunteers  identified  by  their  respective  regional  commissions,  a  keynote  address 
by  the  state  Commission  Chair  Hal  Steams,  and  a  rousing  performance  of  Manifest 
Scrutiny.  Planning  is  already  underway  for  a  sixth  annual  gathering  of  Lewis  & 
Clark  planners  in  2004.

The  Montana  Office  of  Public  Instruction 
very  recently  launched  a  new  Lewis  &  Clark 
page  on  their  web  site  at  “www.opi.state.mt.us/ 
Lewis&Clark/Index.html.”  This  new  informa¬ 
tional  connection  will  allow  for  an  effective, 
on-going  flow  of  Lewis  &  Clark  information 
to  teachers  throughout  the  state. 
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To  ensure  that  a  meaningful  statewide  legacy  is  forthcoming 
from  Montana’s  Bicentennial,  the  Montana  Lewis  &  Clark 
Bicentennial  Commission  and  the  Montana  Historical  Society 
supported  the  efforts  of  Senator  Duane  Grimes  in  successfully 
passing  legislation  in  2003  for  the  creation  of  a  large  bronze  art 
piece  to  hang  in  the  Montana  Senate  Chambers.  An  Advisory 
Committee  is  now  working  to  select  an  artist  who  captures  a 
unique  and  lasting  perspective  of  Lewis  &  Clark  in  Montana. 
From  the  nineteen  artists  who  answered  the  ‘call  for 
proposals’,  six  finalists  were  recently  chosen.  A  late  January, 
2004  date  has  been  set  for  the  finalists  to  submit  their  clay  or 
wax  models.  Once  an  artist  is  selected,  maquettes  of  the  final 
art  piece  will  be  offered  for  sale  to  finance  the  larger  image. 

A  mid-summer,  2005  date  has  been  projected  for  the 
completion  and  dedication  of  the  final  legacy  art  piece.
